In German Published Patent Application 199 500 858 a method is disclosed for handling transmissions 
in a communication system, in which access possibilities of mobile stations seeking a connection on a channel 
for random access are controlled according to a loading of the communication system. 

In German Published Patent Application 199 13 086 a method for channel assignment for a broadband 
radio transmission is disclosed. In this process, assignment of resources are signaled from a base station to 
subscriber stations. 
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
